IK reply tf) your Lordship's despatch No* 01 of the fifth distant, I have t ht 
honour to supplement the in formal tot) contained in my despatch No, \S by the 
following facts. 

About 120 cases of core lire spinal disease have occurred amongst the troops at 
Qmdunnnn. In all. 303 cases of death from all causes have mrcurrctl^siucc the taking 
of tlie town, cldody from malarial fever and dysentery ; about sixty deaths were due 
to ceivhro-s[!iual lover, ihis being, approxivuately, 50 per cent, of the number of cases. 
A good many of the patients attacked by tilts disease recover completely, tlipiigfi 
sometimes [xnmvnonl paralysis results,

I was received' on the river bank by about 200 horse mid fool.aien all in Gain 
costume. This crowd gradually increased to about 500 as we approached the camp, 
which is about 5 miles up the KhovTumai. When about 2 miles from camp we were 
met hy some 300 horsemen who advanced hi line at the gallop opening to the right and 
left-, 1 lie leader dismounting and sot tiling. 

About a mite front camp the Holmcii all vulh tok.s were drawn up in single rank 
jii the I'jglit and left of the rond. 1 should say there were between 2,0(10 and 5,000 nien.

IX cornice tlou with the muTcspondeneG which lias recently liken place on 
the subject df the coimncreml relations which arc for Lho future to i>c established 
between the Sowkn and the Erythraean Colony of Italy, 1 have now the honour to 
inclose a iranslatfon of a document, embodying the proposals of the Kalian Govern- 
intent-, which was prepared by .M. tie Martini,, the Governor of the Colony, and com¬ 
municated in me by M, Tugim, (he Kalian Consul-General in Cairo. 

Briefly stated llie.se proposals are as follows :— 

1. All goods, whether ol European or local origin, are to he allowed to cuter the 
Soudan from Italian territory on payment of' a 4 per cent, ad mihrem duty. 

2. Coeds In transit through the Soudan arc to pay i.i duty not exceeding 
1 per cent, 

3. The arrangement is to last for twenty-five years. 

En communicating these proposals AT. Tngiu't made an earnest appeal, on behalf of 
his Government for their favourable consideration, on the general ground that the 
Italian attitude in Egypt has .always been persistently favourable lo British policy, t-haL 
the terms on which Kassalu way- reded were very favourable, &c. 

1 most readily admit lhc general friendliness of the Italian fhmn'nment, but, ns 
regards their Kassrtla policy, 1 am constrained to observe that, far from being an 
assistance, it has been a source of considerable embarrassment to those - ho have been 
responsible lor (he conduct of Egyptian affairs* 

The facts will, without doubt, he fresh in your I-wish ip 1 s memory, A discretionary 
right to occupy linssalu nuts reluctantly conceded to the Italian Government in I W.K, 
In 1894 they availed thoropolvcs of that right, nit hough it was perfectly well known at 
I,he time that Her Majesty's Government would have preferred that they should not do 
so, The presence of the Italians ai Kassain in no way helped to solve the Soudan 
question. From an Anglo-ly.-yptliiii point of view it. was n matter of indifference 
whether the place remained for a fev years mere or less in the hands of the Dervishes, 
Indeed, the case admits of being more strongly Mated, for there can he no doubt that 
when eventually the quasi ion of occupy mg the Soudan whs brought wit Inti the domain 
of practical politics, (he leisurely and deliberate treatment of the subject-was rendered 
far more difficult than would otherwise have been the case, by the necessities of the Kalian 
situation. Finally, at a Moment which, both from a military and financial point of view, 
was far from convenient, the Italian Government insisted on withdrawing from KussnLu, 
and complained not a little of the nliorl but inevitable delay which occurred in Caking 
tlie plate over. 

\ make these remarks merely in order that the facts of the past may be understood. 
1 do not any (bat they in any way invalidate the right which, on the general ground of 
its friendly dispositions, the'.Kalian Government may fhlrly claim to have its proposals 
considered fo a most conciliatory spirit-, 

With every wish, however., to meet their views, I do not see how II is possible to 
concede their main point, vifc./that goods coming from Rulfou territory should pay only 
a 4 per cent. duly, whilst goods entering the Soudan from elsewhere will pay 
8 per cent. 
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The point is one of considerable importance. I do not doubt that, before many 
years have elapsed KnsaaU will be united by mil way both with Suakin and Khartoum. 
It seems to me quite impossible to admit a system which would allow Italian goods to be 
k old all over the Soudan at rates consideraLbLy mere favourable that: those paid at other 
porta of entry by British and other European traders, 

On the other hand, us regards the transit, trade, I would propose In go beyond 
what M. de Martini asks, I would not impose, jl duty of 1 per cent., but allow it to be 
altogether free. 

A further consideration of' some importance has io he borne in mind. So far as 
can at present be judged, in addtLion to Italy,-. Abyssinia on the east, and France ami 
the Congo State on the west and south-west, will be contiguous to the Anglo-Egyptian 
Soudan. Tile southern frontier Is ris yet altogether uncertain, it is quite possible 
that eventually some special commercial arrangement will have n> he made with all 
these countries. 

It would be premature to dfficngte this jcjueslkm at present, ©bvimtsia however, it 
will be very difficult to refuse to other neighbouring States whatever advantages may 
now h(5 conceded to Italy. I see no object-foil to giving Italy most-favouttsd-mifdon 
treatment, that is to say, in agreeing ol once that whatever concessions are made to 
other neighbouring States, shall also be made to Italy, but 1 venture to think that, for 
iSn.' present, ii would be unwise to go beyond this. 

Easily, whatever may he the nature of the agreement, twenty-five years is for too 
losig a period for which to l;-ie our hands. I'he Egyptian Commercial Convention. 1 ? were 
made for ten years. That is (lie period I would suggest in the present iiiijtanco. 

Without entering Into minute dciails, the basis of the. urmugenteut which I would 
suggest is, therefore, os follows :— 

'h Import duty to he paid on goods entering the Soudan from Italian territory at 
I lie same rates as tlio.se levied at Egyptian ports. 

2. Goods in transit lhrough the Soudan, except to Egypt, to receive a drawback 
equal to the fell amount of the duty paid. 

3, In the event of any commercial arrangcracuts being subsequently made with 
cousuries contiguous to the A agio-Egyptian rfotuhtu, Italy to receive ntosL-iavmired- 
nation treat incut.

For your Hardship's information, that the fact of 
our being in possession or the Emperor Memdiik’s correspondonce with the Khalifa 
being known through the Abyssinian prisoners released al Khartoum, I decided, on my 
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recent visit to-the Emperor, to inform him that we were in possession of this corre¬ 
spondence* 

Having good reason to believe that not only misiToprescntations about the 
intentions of ilic English GhyerJiiiicntji but also about me personally, were being made 
to the Emperor, I made this excuse of introducing the matter. I stated that as 
regards tko inleni'hms of tho English Government, the fact chut we were in possession 
of his correspondence with the Khalifa, and had not published it, and that we had not 
in any way supported Has Mnugasha, ought to bn sufficient proof to him that we were 
nothing but friendly disposed to him. 

He inquired anxiously as to what letters were in our possession, so I informed him 
that the correspondence extended oyer some years, and that there was also corre¬ 
spondence which was subsequent to Mr. Eodd*s mission. 

He remarked that lie had had no communication other than, about commerce since 
Mr. Rodd’s mission, to which I replied, that were we to publish them, 1 thought his 
French friends would think diflVreritly* 

Ho then attempted to throw doubt on I he authenticity of the letters, whereat 1 
remarked that there was absolutely no doubt about them. "Finally, he expressed his 
thanks to me for the non-publication of the letters.

North of Bor, he reports the country as being very desolate and devastated* and 
as It is not within our power to take any effective measures in regard to the “ sudd;" 
he is evidently of opinion, which, without other in format ion* I am disposed to sham, 
t.hat the best plan would ho to establish a post on the right hank of the Nile, pppofhe 
jhdden. and there, within navigable vouch of Fashoda, where the river is clear, avail 
the results of the efforts that may be being made from the north to attain these 
results-* 

Colonel Martyr furnishes some hearsay information regarding Colonel Maedonaklk 
recent expedition and the movements after his departure of the men he had enlisted. 
In a private letter to me, referring to the question of stations west of Redden, lie says 
that there would at present be great difficulty in keeping them supplied, also that the 
Diukas will want, “a lot of getting round/* ami that a certain show of force would ho 
necessary* 

lie tells me that the Congolese j roups do a great deal of raiding, and this 
would doubtless, to a great extent, account for several local Chiefs telling him- they 
would settle on the right bank as soon, as our station should be established there. 

Commandant Mi airy appears to have been most friendly throughout, and to be 
very d i *sivous of aeiing *' ct>rreetly ’' hi a 1 1 dtioiaI 11 ml.toi:s. Colonel \i artyin Ids 
letter tlrat, having "asked Commandant Henry if lie bad a copy of the term* of 
agreement between ourselves a ud them, he produce I one, and read it through.

HAVE arrived Berber after camel ride o£ over 800 miles through Eastern 
Soudan, t found everywhere the people most thankful for their release. They have* 
however, suite red terribly during the Dervish rule, and the country is much ruined. 
The Shukeriyeh tribe* for instance* used to possess 30,OOP camels, Mtcy now cannot 
muster 1,000. The Cfadcndawa suffered more severely than other tribes, immense 
numbers having died of famine in Osman Diglia’s camps, where the whole tvibe was 
collected and not allowed to leave by tho Ikgghras, With the exception of the 
Abyssinian frontier near Gallabat and the Baach country, public security is excellent, 
everywhere, and any one can safely travel without guards. I met die Sheikhs of the 
various districts, and they are all cheerfully doing tlieir best to repair the damage done 
during Dervish rule. 


They am collecting as many of their scattered people as they can, and if we have 
good rains Mies year they hope to make a fair start, and will vapidly improve. In

As in March last, a much stronger stream (if water 
was [hiwing In the Rahr-cl-Zaraf than in the Bahr-cklebel ; it- would seem as If the 
cloaum of tills Inst channel by the muld, through such a long length of Its course, 
had increased the supply in the Balir-el-Zarat. 

II is difficult m ascertain with accuracy in which years the different; branches 
of the Nile wove clear and free from Sudd. Certain of the years in which the 
sudds were the woi’st an 1 known; and it. can only Sic inferred that, in the inter¬ 
mediate une-Mj when' the obstruction waa nut reported * the rivers* if nut altogelhei 
clear, were at any rate fairly free from v r cud. 

In 1003, l.StH', and 1808 heavy sudds blocked the Rahr-oh.fe^el, and in the 
9mtrnc!itioned year they cxtmsdcd to the north of Lake No. 

In 1870, Sir Samuel Baker found the Ifohr-eUJcbel closed with sudd at iLs 
mo nil i in Lake Nu, an it is at preficut. He attempted to ascend the Bahr-el-Ziiraf, 
but failed to reach the Upper Nile, and was obliged to return, 

In ]. 37 i he ascended the ikluvebZaratj and eventually forced his way into the 
main river near Sliamb 6 , literally lifting his boats and steamer over the intervening 
swamps and sdmllnws, 

hi 1^72 both the Buhr-ekTchd and liahr-el-Znmf were closed, and m I".4 
Ismail Pasha Ayoub cleared away the amid in the runner river. 

In Is7£ Emin Pasha found it. impossible to ascend the Uahvad-Jebd trom ttve 

south. 

In 1879 and 1880 Marne (an Italian) cleared the Bahr-dMcbel ol obstruction, 
completing ids wbrl? in April 1880. _ _ .^ il 

in Mils same year Ciessi Pasha undertook his disastrous journey up tht Hahr-el- 
Gliana!, his steamer being l>loekcd in that river lb v many wL’eks, and his ex]iedition 
only being extricated by Ihc timely arrival of another BtCanicr under IMarno, not, 
hfiweveiy before he luid lost many of fins men. 

In i>.0i and 1SSI the ifohr-ul-dobd was again dosed by the sudd. Runiig the 
pm'ind of Dervish rule miihing was known regarding the state ol the river, but in 
180a it was rejiortcd Lb the Intelligence Depiirtment »f the Egyptian army that, ilie 
AVltUr Nile was doseil by tha Slid® 

There arc three kinds of sudd existing in the .swamp area »f the white

The lirst class ol rooted plants llout ishcs in the shallow lake*, or u itiaiyychs, 
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wIiLcli exist throughout I he swamp region, When [lie water during the rstiiiy 
season rises Und Hoods, rlie marshes, many of these phints become up-ronred anrl 
detached, and float down the stream nuti) they reach a shallow sput* where they 
become stranded., or an angle or bentl of the river, against which they are jammed 
and collect. 

Musses oE t he second class Come floating* with I he current, and* niebfi ng the 
detached plants oi the first, class, attach Lhcmselves in them, and still fun her 
increase [lie obstruct ion in the channel. 

Lastly, the swimming plants, which hum the third class, and which are 
present everywhere in these swamps, fill up the interstices of the mass, and cement 
ii together in an inextricable [angle. Its area is constantly increased by fresh 
masses of floating vegetation brought down by the stream. The strong winds 
which prevail in those regions fur (her'assist t ho process, 

In this way the surface of [lie entire river channel becomes blocked for many 
irMe*, anti as. times the mass of weed is so strong dial, although floating, men can 
wi 11 1 safety waIk 11 \ion its snrfacc. 

The thick ness of the sudd thus formed Lb not,as a ride, mom than I to 2 metres. 
Hie cadre mass moves wish any'agitation of the water beneath it, and should a 
steamer or boat force its wav into it. it immediately closes up behind it. and leaves 
no trace of an opening. 

North of Lake No, where the river dimmed as a rule remains open, both banks 
are h inged with a wide expanse of this Hunting; sudd. Hie portion next the open 
wntcr is composed of the floating plants, and its width \arks from a few to several 
hundred metres, behind this again extends an immense width of shallower swamp, 
in which those plants whose roots descend to the ground are Ibund, Such swamps 
exlernl on either side of flic river as far north as Abba Island, bui. owing in the 
increased slope-of the bed and velocity of the current, they do not block the rhuim.et 
entirely, but form Moating islands of varying size, in time these islands, owing to 
deposit brought down by the river, become permanent, nnd on mnnv of them trees 
of considerable sire arc to he found. 

r ['hc- pjvinioo has been held by some that the vast swamps of the Upper Nile, 
acting, ns they undoubtedly do, as regukuing forces of the volume of the river, 
produce d beneficial effect by lidding up tljg water and. discharging if slowly and 
regularly during tnh snmmciyat the same time preventing the Hoods from attaining 
to a disastrous height. A study of the Nile gauges hardly bears out. this view ; in 
iaet, the records oT the river would seem to prove ihut the existence or non-existence 
of obsjruction in the Hahr-el-Zaraf or Baht-d-Jobel lias 150 appreciable '.■[Riel upon 
the height of the river in flood at Assouan and Cairo. The eviFdrmee of the marsh 
region undoubtedly reduces tjje summer supply in «lu* river isorill of Lake No, but 
(liis is the reverse oi beneficial to Egypt, where more waicr is urgently' required 
during the summer months. 

There were, as lias been stated, heavy sudds in the Bahr-d-iehd in the years 
I8fl'b and 18fi8. In the first, of these scars the II oof I at Cairo reached an 
exceptional height, registering 2f> pica 1 ki.riii, In the two la 1 ter the floods were 
exceptionally poor ones, the maximum oj' 186-1. at Cairo being only 11) pies 13 lei rats, 
and that of 14KK, hi pi™ 31 kirats. Again, in 1870, 187Land 1873,the llaht^hJebd 
being wholly, and the Ilabr-cLZapf partially, closed, the summer and flood levels 
at Assouan and Cairo were good average ones. In 1871, the year in which Ayoub 
Pasha removed the sudd, Like summer supply was exceptionally low, while the flood 
rose to an exceptional height. This would seem to favour the theory that the 
removal of 1 he sudd might increase the level reached by the flood in Egypt, were It 
not for the fact that, in .1878, in which year it is known that the llnhr-ehjchel was 
entirely closed, the flood was equally high with that of 187 3., and tlm summer levels 
equally low with those ol that year. Again, in J.S77, when ilm river was supposed 
tojje clear of weed, the flood was one of the lowest on record, ouh 12 pics 23 id ruts 
being recorded as the maximum height reached at Assouan. In ISFPnnd 1880, 
when Mnrno removed the suddj although the summer supply was good, the floods 
were below the average,, particuhiriy 1 lint of £880. la 1891', Another year of sudd, 
both summer and flood supplies were good average ones, hi 1881, the summer 
supply was good, .but the Hood a poor one. Lastly, in ISfhA, the discharge at both 
periods was good and up to the average. 

It seems evident from the above that the closure nr non-closure of the river by 
the sudd exercises no very great Influence upon the flood supply of Egypt. This 
is not fcu lie wondered at, if it be considered that it is the Snbat, Elus Bhm Nile, and 


1 lie At barn {not tin- \\ hito Nile) which form the ruling factors, hi the production of 
I he animal Nile flood, The three llrs I, being mountain torrents dependent on the 
rainfall of a vast area., rise rapidly* and. having a heavy slope, cause the sudden 
and excessive rise which yearly occur* its [he river levels) Hie White Nile, mi tile 
coatmry* has a steady and constant supply which is controlled by the natural 
regulators lormed hy (hu rocky barrier* over which it passes as a. issues, from the 
(b-eal Lakes. This constancy of supply is a most important fact, and upon Litis 
entirely depends the possibility of any scheme for increasing the water supplv of 
Egypt by the permanent removal nf Ihe sudd! 

Ik fore discussing any sue i scheme, it may bo as well to explain briefly the 
conditions mi ling in Lhc region of it to. great marshes. 

flip swamp area lying between ShnmEje and Lake Xn is formed by A aEiaflow 
depression, or pan, which was once a great lake, a ml watch covers a vast; area. 
This area is certainly not kiss than l degree square, a:-, a glance al the map will 
show.* Al lhc southern end of ihis depression the Upper Nile loses itself in a 
wilderness oS weeds and rushes, the rank growth of which is fostered by ihe tropical 
rninhdl and the intense damp' heat which prevails in lids region, 'i irough these 
reeds and marshes wander winding channels of low slope and irregular section; 
the best known of these are the Hahr-cbJeb, I and ihc Bahr-eLZaral, but there are 
probably many el hell .smaller ours which Itjse themselves in the swamp*. Throng limit, 
this i m me use’area the great urns* of water, spill, so to'speak, from tlm overflow of 
the Upper Nile, is slowly fl it steadily moving 1o Ihe north through the marshes and 
weeds, billowing the slope of the country. The shallow ness of the depression, and 
the vast surface which it. covers, render it, under the hot equatorial sun,an immense 
evaporni big basin. Estcpt in Ik: main HiamieK the greater quiiiuii v of the water, 
which would otherwise flow 10 die north, is evaporated and lost. The aquatic 
plants which cover the surface, litr from reducing the consumption of Liu- water, 
increase it by ilm amount which they absorb and respire, il is evident, that the 
removal oj the sudd, in the main channels alone, such as (he Bahrs Jcbel and Zaraf, 
will lidl maliuialtv increase die discharges of these rivers. The mass of weeds only 
floats on 1 lieu' suriaccs., and, although obstructing tnuiMiLi'pn,, tlues not prevent the 
wafer from flowing undeuioaLh it, ' ■'ii.iE is really required, if an increase in r he 
ajjpjply is 10 be obtained, is that; tin- lost river should be formed artificially into a 
river again by regulating its section and augmenting its, velocity and it* discharge. 
This can only be done bv preventing h from spilling over into the dilfcrcut side 
channels and marshes* and con lining its volume to mm main artery* If this be 
possible, if ii* immense mass of water annually lost by e vupqrnl Lon, Alv, will flow 
steadily to (lie north in a single stream, ami the summer supply of Egypt be 
increased by the amount thus gained. 

Before discussing any measures for the attainment of such iln end, it may be 
interesting to make an attempt Lo ascertain die quantity of water annually lost In 
the swamps of the White Nile, UaforUmnety, the knowledge available is very 
huiiled. Until n series of discharges of the river shall have linen taken at points 
above and hdqw the swamp region no accurate statement regarding the total actual 
los^ can be made, It is, Imivcver, possible to make mi approximation of the quantity 
lost by onlcub.iLEng the flooded arcs am! jlie daily amount of evapornlson. The 
figures thus obtained arc si nr Ming:—

Kvaporalioe in Upper Egypt averages (LOOS melres per twenty.four hours* or

in Lhc swamp region, whore rein and cloud arc constant during live months of 
the year, it will probably he sulllcicnt'ly accurate if evaporation be taken to be 
O'OOft mcircs per diem, or LA metre per annum* 

Applying this to ' u: area, the amount of water lost 1 ;h cvuporat.ioii yearlj over 
the wtufle surface reaches the enormous total of 13,175,flOA/kw cubic metres* or 
33,3515,000 metres cube per diem. 

This Es equivalent 1.0 a discharge of 086 metres cube per second. 

Lombardmi| w riLing in I865*t discusses the question of (Ids loss of water in 
cxluuiBtivf duldil, The eondimiuns he arrives at arc Hint, the mean stimaier

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discharge a l Oondukoro (up stream of the .swamp region) being 550 cubic metres per 
second, and the menu Hummer discharge of cin 1 M lute Nile at Khartoum, as 
calculated by Uiuant, being 307 metres rube per serum], the loss ol' water in the 
swamps is consequently over 36.0 metres cube per second. 

Ho bases \\h assumption upon rhe discharges of the Upper Nile, ns measured 
by l>r. Feney in is (51, and by Pcthcrick in IStitl; also upon those measured by 
I a nan L Pasha do linllnfomls at Khartoum. Without a scries of discharges taken 
above mid below the marshes throughout the year, it is impossible to m-rive atany 
definite knowledge of die quantity of wader actually lost by evaporation, Hriough, 
however, has been said to prove that this loss: must be (mormons* and under ordinary 
circ urn stances, not less than 200 metres cube per second. 

The mean summer discharge passing Assouan is about 400 malms cube per 
second. If, then, the writer an mi ally lost in the swamps could by any means be 
saved and passed on to die north, it would mean no increase to Lite summer supply 
of Egypt of some 50 per cent, It is evident dial if EL were possible to so improve 
one of the channels of the river from the point where the loss of water commences* 
and enable it to carry on its full volume with nn Increased and regular velocity* the 
overflow and spill into the marshes would cease, and the evaporation would be 
very largely diminished. Such & work could nniy be .commenced from die Southern 
point, at which die river loses itself in the marches. The aim id' any such under¬ 
taking would be to bar oH all spill channels which diminish and decrease its volume, 
and to control and confine the main stream in a clnaand of regular and well-defined 
section, sn as to enable it to pass on the water which it receives from dm Upper Nile 
in undim hdshed volume to the north. 

The question of die possibility c.f such a work is one of extreme importance to 
Egypt, and is deserving of the most serious study. In addition to the discharge 
ohservuljons before mentioned, a careful survey, showing the limits of the solid 
ground outside the marsh area, would require to be made of the whole region, and a 
separate survey, showing similar dentils, for each brunch of the river which traverses 
the swamp. Experiments should be made with a view to determine the best, method 
of con lining the cIuusiigI between web-de fined banks or limits, and prove tiling its 
water from spreading out and losing itself, us is at present the case. 

Mr. M iAcock#* in an interesting note lately written, strongly advocates the 
planting of willows on either side of the IJahr-ekkdiel and confining the river to ibis 
one channel. The idea is well worlh consideration, its the binding properties of the 
willow arc well known, and the system tins been successfully carried mu on tin- 
Mississippi Mvani| s, although under conditions less dilXiniU than those ruling in the 
White Nile region. Hu fore coming to any conclusions, regarding this propos'd, it 
would he necessary to undertaken series of experiments, wills a view in ascertaining 
the depth of write* in which willows ceroid be successfully plan led, and the cost of 
rearing and transplanting them, ii must not- be forgotten that- 3In: willow,although 
met with in the river to the north of tvhariotun, is nowhere to he found on lhc W lute 
Nile. It might also lie possible* as lias been suggested, to assist the willow planta¬ 
tions by dredging itnd forming banks by the spoil thus obtained. 

A "ca reful study of the two brandies Bahr-eUlehd and Hahr-cl-Znraf would 
have to be made, as although Lhc former Is the main stream* the latter is the shorter 
of lhc two* it is possible that by using ii, and discarding the Uahr-d-debel, again 
in the slope of bed might be obtained. 

All the above studies are essential* before any serious proposal* ran be inside, 
and such sin dies must mre^arily ex mm I over a aeries of years. The extreme: 
unheatihinoss of (his region, the diflicnHy of transport and supplies, and ;lie 
duration of the rainy season are all factors which must rentier the prosecution of 
such si work extremely dilheuh. 

He In re any real investigation of the question can be taken in hand* the river, 
in one or other ol its branches, must be opened up to navigation* and kept open 
throughout the year. Owing to the nature of the district, any survey of these 
Overs is impossible, except with the assistance of sianimu's ami ImhUs, iii which the 
purveying party could live, and by menus of which ii cuuld obtain supplies. The 
beat plan would probably be to clear the Hnlii-esl Jobcl of sudd* eotruiumulng from 
its northern end lit hake No and work H'oiifchwurd until Its whole channel was free 
I'rmn ohstriKtion, as far as die upper reaches ol Ihe river above .Shambn. Until this 
hag laen done, the region must remain unknown, and the quc.ition of the posaihilily 
of draining ihe swamps remain unsolved, It should not he very clilliculi to dear 
away the sudd in the Jebd River, The operation Sms bvmi successfully carried 
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our. in former years, and eon Id undoubtedly be carried out again. It is probable 
thal machinery could be devised, by means of which the weeds could be removed 
quicker rind easier than by hand, Owing to the flexibility* a# well as the tenacity 
<jf the mass composing the sudd, it seems probable that the’ true way 6i 
removing it will be by means of an apparatus which shall tear It from below, rather 
than cut it. 

There only remains one further question to discuss in connection wii.li the 
sudd, viz.* supposing the summer discharge of the river could be permanently 
increased by its removal, would this cause a corresponding increase in the (toed 
levels In Egypt? This question may be replied to in a few words : the average 
high flood discharge of the river at'Gem tinhorn is : 1,600 metres cube per second; 
ihat of the river at Assouan 12,000 metres coins per second. That portion of the 
NN'hii■ Nile discharge which passes through iht *udd region consequent!v bears 
a very small proportion to ihc total cube of "water which reaches Egypt. .Moreover, 
owing to the prevailing humidity and cloudy atmosphere the. evaporation on the 
marshes 'hiring the period of flood .uust be reduced to a minim uni. It is probable* 
t.beL'ribn 1 , that* even tinder existing conditions* the greater portion of the flood 
water of the Upper Nile passes on without serious diminution through the swamps 
rind swell* lhc volume of Lire river below. If this theory be correct lhc perm.moat 
removed of the sudd and the controlling of the river 'in one channel would hi no 
way all del; the knot I levels of the rivor north ol Khanoojiu hi any case, the drying 
up of the mw; rmp area, which Would result IVbtu the successful completion of the 
measures hinted at in this note* would provide an immense basin which might be 
used m. an escape |br any excess water, and would provide Egypt with a power of 
controlling the Nile in flood, which she has often longed for* but hitherto never 
possessed.

The discharge of this river in the months of April and May, 
although comparatively -small, is* under present conditions, of importance to Egypt, 
The Wier country has every right Lo insist that, no works which might in any way 
be detrimental to the security of her cultivated area shall be taken south of Assouan 
until the provinces to the north of tile first cataract have been fully assured against 
tiro Light. Under these circum stances* i: is idle, for the present, to consider the 
possibility of any works for the purpose of providing summer irrigation to the 
Sou da i n 

The true agricultural feature ui’ the tracts adjoining the Blue Nile due* not* 
however, lie in the direction of summer irrigation, but rather in rim development of 
those crops v, inch can be ripened during ihu winter months. Thu soil of the Gesdreh, 
and oi huge portions of Urn lands lying to the east of lhc river, much refill bliss that 
of those parts of India which produce the finest wheat.

crccjicr be not . ! quite so go<^l quality as that obtained from the iaclk-rubber tree 
l IShsiictf), il is still of sufficient value to be counted as an [important; asset in 
the future t radc o t the So t tda n. This plant, whi di h as I a rge J a u rebsh ajici 1 leaves, 
and a white I lower resembling a jasmine, requires several years to mature before 
yielding rubber in any quantity. The natives obtain what they require by tapping 
the steep, usualivln such a reckless mamuw that the creeper dies under the operculum 
The ia^ia-rubber tree should certainly flourish well in most parts of the Soudan* 
timi'c particularly south ol Khartoum, Although this tree takes from twenty to 
thirty years f.o arrive at a .girth sufficient to permit of regular tapping, its yield is 
so valuable (about. U/. per tree per annum) lbat its introduction into the country is 
well worth attempting. 

It is very much to he hoped that a scientific examination of the Soudan forests 
limy ere long be carried out under the snptTinknukmrc of an expert. An Indian 
forest officer (from Burma h for choice) might he deputed For this purpose, ii is 
certain that much valuable information would be obtained from his report, Such 
an appointment Heeds no recoiiiinmnlaDoi]—its liecossiD is obvious. A trained 
forest officer could, moreover, render good service by adv dug Lhc Government ns to 
the best method of preserving the valuable fuel supply which at present exists on 
Lhc brinks of both rivers. This supply, allhough apparently inexhaustible, most 
speedily diminish, unless Lhc cutting pad felling of the areas is carried mil upon some 
regular system which will permit of the young trees growing up aiiid replacing those 
cm down. It is, of course, inevitable at present that die Idling should be carried 
om in a wasteful manner. Fatigue parties are lauded from the boats nnd arc 
required to cut the largest amount of wood in (he shortest possible limn. The men 
have no idea of the value of the trees, and naturally select those which are nearest 
lo t-Vii.! wattir and easiesl cut. Should this practice be eontintied, it. is certain that a 
few years must see a great diminution in the I wit adjacent to the vEver, On Lhc 
Blue Nile even the valuable guiv.-produrru.-/ acacias are being felled for fuel.

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The land was divided into categories os- classes* according in iU situation and 
quality, and Lhc taxes on such classes ranged lie tween 30b and 500 piastres per 
sakich. Lands Irrigated by means of wells, bv "‘ shadoofs " (buckets on poles), as 
welt as those watered by rain or iiutmlaiimi* had cacti their special classes and rates 
of taxation. 

In foe country to the north of Khartoum the Dervishes practically continued 
the above dussificatiou* modifying the taxes to a certain extent in conformity with 
she principles of Mahomimnlan law, b_y taking a Lithe ot the actual yield of the 
land. South of Khartoum morn summary methods were put in force, as each 
district, as a whole, was required to contribute annually a certain fixed quantity of 
grain. 

This, for the Gesfireh, was fixed at 10U-000 ardebs of dhumv* and this aratumt 
had to be yearly delivered at Omdurman.t The Dervish Emirs used to visit Lhe 
crops while growings and settle then and there the amount to he supplied by each 
village; thus, cine village had to furnish 1,000 ardebs, another 2j0uO ardebs, and 
so oti, As each Kmir, whilst attending to the iunrests of the Government, used 
to make liberal provision for himself and following* the result was that a total 
of nearly 300*000 Ardebs was annually taken from Hits people of this one tract 
alone, 

in addition to the above, the Gezlreh bad to supply GOjjUOO " tobs of cotton 
yearly to Oindurmasi. 

The Dervish taxes upon animals woreas follows:— 

Came ?#*—Either one animal in twenty* live was taken, or a. money equivalent of

Caitiff —One nuimal in thirty, ora money equivalent of from 00 to 00 rials. 

Shet'ji mtd D'n-rti.'f. —One animal in forty, or a wormy equivalent of 100 piastres. 

In the Fasboda Mudivta, j>,, in Lhe Shilluk and Dinka eoniitry. the taxes under 
Egyptian rule difTnred from those levied in other districts, It is difficult to obtain 
much information regarding this province. Its situation was so remote, and, beyond 
a supply of slaves, it yielded so little* that in all probability the successive 
Governors were left u free hand to impose what taxes they pleased. 

LieuCcnant-Guipnel .lackson, of ihc Kgvpt.ian army, nliLaiuni! froJB the ShiHuk 
Chief-- the following infnriiiation regarding taxation in the Fashoda district prior to 
the rebellion :■— 

Shops and houses were taxed at one-twelfth of their annua! rent. 

Each cow was taxed at 5 piastres,, and each sheep or goat at. 'J piastres. 

On every fed dan of land cultivated by a foreigner* or upon the larger islands, 
00 piastres was imposed annually. 

On every sakielp 200 piastres per annum. 

The complete feathers of an ostrich were valued at. 70 rials. 

Hunters were licensed by the Government* and paid IU piastres-gun tax, In 
the case of ivory or ostrich feathers, the Govern meat took half the value. 

The taxes were collected by the “Melts'’ (village Ifoadmeu), and paid into the 
treasury, in kind* at the above valuation. 

What the Dervishes collected from the Shi Sinks and Dinkaa in the way of 
taxation it is difficult to ascertain. They did siot pay much attention to diis tract 
of country beydud raiding the cattle at each visit, and at the same time seizing rill 
the ivory and slaves upon which they could hiy their hands. 

The (utlire taxes of the Soudan are, it is understood, to follow the lines laid 
down for the EVovinee of Dongola, hi lixiug these, the old classification of the laud 
has Iweti followed as far as possible, but the amount fixed for each class has been 
largely reduced,. The carriage of Hi rearms and sale of spirits will in future be 
proliiliitcd without a licence. The taxation of those parts of the country lying 
within the rain zone will require a special treatment of their own, As has been 
explained, the tmmouse urea which is annually planted with dhurra is not absolutely 
constant as regards its limits, but varies locally, according to the rainfall. Lu such 
a ease* the only nossiblc method of taxation would seem to be that followed in the 
Tokar district*Vik* that the Government shall measure the standing crop and take a 
tithe of the yield, 'Ifo the lands urlitiDaily irrigated, even within the rainy districts

Trade ,—At the present moment trade is practically at a standstill, and on El Lite 
country becomes more settled must remain so. Tire real wealth of the Soudan,, 
under Turkish am! Egyptian rule.lay in the slaves which it furnished and exported. 
Next in importance to slaves was ivory, the average annual export of which was 
valued at from £ E. 40 t lj00 to £ E. 60,000. 

This last source of revenue must be one of diminishing value ns time goes otn 
The efbphimt must inevitably disappear from Central Africa, except, perhaps, in the 
immense and inaccessible forests which lie far to the west and south. 

It i$ probable that, for many years to come, gum will be the most important 
export from the Soudan- At present, owing to the Khalifa being si ill at large, the 
covin l ry producing Use best quality of gum, i.r.. Kordufan, is closed to trade, but the 
recon quest of this province is only a question of time. The best white gum, from 
the above Locality, at present fetches 1.5(1 piastres per kantur (fitVDo lbs.) in 
Omdurumn. The red variety, from the eastern banks of the Blue IS 1 tie, is of two 
qualities; the first selling at 100 piastres the kantur, and the second at from 
60 to 70 piastres the kantar. Once Kordofan. has been opened to trade and large 
supplies of the white gum thmwn upon the market, it is possible I hat these prices 
may fall considerably. Ivory at present sails at Omdutinan for ML the kaiitar. 
The Government duty on this article is 20 per cent, of the value; but ns in 
England a price from 40/. to 4'At. the ewT, is obtainable a sufficient margin is left 
to yield u handsome profit to rhe trader. 

Manchester cotton goods arc now to be met with in the principal bazaars 
along the Blue Nile, and have even readied m far south as Fashodu on the White 

Nile. 

The first request of the Shilluks, at present, is for clothes, ami it is possible 
that, as civil bat urn extends to the remoter regions, the other negro tribes may 
follow the ShilInks' example and that a business in cheap cottons mnv one day 
spring up, It is stated that there in even now a good sale for sugar of inferior 
quality, and tha! large quantities of this commodity are being shipped from Trieste, 
entering the Sondan by the Snakin-Berbcr route, H would be interesting to know 
if this statement is borne out by the custom-house returns at Saak in. There is an 
increasing demand for cheap hardware?, more particularly for iron nails. A lost of 
fhc latter, as at present sold in the Soudan, are of Belgian manufactured The 
Shi links value iron in any shape highly, and, indeed, barter th el r goods For ir. more 
readily than they do for money. At the present moment the articles most in 
derailnd arc: chimp cut tons, sugar, tobacco, ami perhaps tea, Tobacco was, prior 
to I.HH4, extensively grown. The climate and soil of ihc districts to the east of the 
Blue Nile seem to be especially suited for its cultivation and manufacture. The 
Dervishes prohibited the raising of this crop, smoking being contrary in the articles 
of the Ma Inti’s creed. 

The principal exports will most probably be gum, a limited quantity of ivory, 
and senna, Tile trade in hides, which at. one time was considerable, is not likely for 
inany years to regain its former importance, owing to the extermination of the 
cattle. The Dinkas, Shinnies, and Nuer* breed large numbers, but. as all three 
races have a special regard, almost amounting to reverence, for their cattle and will 
neither sell nor kill them, I he countries inhabited by these tribes cannot* Tor the 
present, be counted upon as sources of supply, 

india-rubber should one day conLtdbut*: to the revenue of the riahr-cUGhiusal 
Province. Ii has already been explained that, with the hu reduction of irrigation, 
the large tracts of country adjoining the Blue Nile should cmULutilv develop into a 
mngiulk'em wheat-producing area, and with improved railway cotuimiideations 
should be able to compete successfully with India in the European and Arabian 
markets, A considerable trade should, with iinn?, spring Up between Egypt and 
the Soudan. The wants of the people musl keep pace with increased population. 
Food grains, such as lentils, beans, rice, &e. s which can be produced in Egypt, but 
not in the Soudan, will in time be exported to the Inner, which In return could export 
fuel, timber, and even ilhurra. 

Should tlrn day ever come when Egypt shall manulEicture her own cotton 
cloths, sue will doubtless secure the Soudan market for such goods, and the sugar 
lactones of Upper Egypt aught lu be able to compete successfully with Europe for 
the supply of cheap sugar *

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f *tmclHsionst — V regress in the Soudan must necessarily he very slow, and the 
country will require many years to recover from the clients of the misgovernment 
under which it laboured for so long a period. The poverty and depopulation of the 
country is so great that lor a longtime to come its Administration must constitute 
a heavy annual drain upon the Egyptian Treasury. With time, the cost of an 
economical civil administration should be met from the revenues-'of the provinces 
governed. The military expenditure musT, however, be heavy, even supposing that 
site garrison can he largely reduced from its present .strength. An insullic.lerit popu¬ 
lation must for years be the thief obstacle to prosperity hi the Son (I art. ^ generation 

will probably be required to restore it to oven moderate limits, and possibly lialf-a- 
cefitory mav u lapse be foie it becomes ito dense as it must, have been prior to Mehemet 
AI is invasion in 1S2 i). 

A serious difficulty lies in the character of the people. The mixture of Arab 
and negro blood seems to restilit in Jhe production of an indmfeiil race, one which 
hates, hard work, and which has never at any time applied itself To the cultivation 
cl the soli. The tribes of pure Arab blond scorn manual labour and the 
cultivation of tha soil, while the negroid, except under compulsion, never docs 
more than the amount of work forced upon him by the acuta 1 necessities 
of life. 

In countries like ihe Soudan, which are blessed with a bounteous ammal 
rainfall, life is comparatively easy, inasmuch as the required food supply, except in 
seasons of deficiem rain, is yearly assured for [lie entire population, with the least 
possible amount of exertion on the part of the inhabitants. The maize is planted 
without. U'iy preparation of the suit, and with the certainty that a luxuriant 
crop will be reaped in a few months’time. As this crop amply provides for the 
yearly requirements of the inhabitants, these last are not. forced by the pressure of 
hunger to do mure [haa secure this single harvest. The area which can be 
planted with iu.iii^e i-s practically limitless, and it will he many years before the 
density of the population .rentiers the supply insufficient for the wants of the country* 
In addition, the rivers teem with fish and water’fowl, and the forest and plains with 
game. Tin- herds possessed In the negro lribtfs supply them with milk and butter in 
abmidn nee, and in their present primitive stale their wants are extr mely few. 1 1 does 
not then seem very likely that the inhabitants of ihc southern provinces will speedily 
change their nature and become brisk traders, or hardworking ■■ukivators ; nothing 
short of the pressure, resulting from a quickly-increasing population, will induce 
people, under live c ire mu stances above mentioned! to lake seriously to hard 
work.* 

In the ctjunln to the north of Khartoum things arc different* There the 
conditions of life are harder, and the people can only support themselves by severe 
and continual labour. In this region, with a sufficient population, u return to 
prosperity and mi inclination towards trade may be expected earlier than In the 
south. 

A very serious factor, and one which must greatly retard speedy progress in 
the Soudan, is i he extreme unhen h,lb ness of the climate of the southern provinces, 
The whole area lying south of the 15th parallel of latitude becomes during the 
autumn and winter months a hotbed for malaria! fever of a virulent type. This is 
flue, on the one side, to (he decaying and rank vegetation of the Blue Nile forests, 
and, on I he other, to the pestilential swamps of the IVLite Nile, Europeans and 
Egyptians quickly succumb to the effects Of this malaria; and even the blacks do not 
escape, especially'i f'transported from I heir own country* It has been already mentioned 
in this note that at Fa shea la 2SU mein out of a total strength of ill 7, were suffering 
from fever in March last, or in one of l lie driest months of the year, when the river 
was almost al its lowest. ' At Nassau, the military post on the Saubnl Itiver, the 
lever in November and Decern ber was repom-d to be equally bad. On the blue Nile 
the troops In the months of October and November suffered heavily. At Karknnj, 
tluriug i he latter month, 30b men were taut up out of a total of ;.W1; and at Scnimar 
and Abu-Tlaraa things were nearly as bad, The troupers of the Egyptian cavalry 
when returning to Omdurmnn from the Blue Nile were, almost Lu a man, incapaci¬ 
tated by fever, their horses being brought down the river by the men of the 
Soudanese infantry battalion a. t The Blmj Nile Fever would appear to lie of a very 
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severe typo, and is suit! lo readable enteric fever in many of its symptoms, Even 
in the spring malaria is prevalent, only disappear]tig 1 in the earl)' summer months 
T He i*i edit-a I officers attached to the Egypt! ait urniy report the inhabitants of the upper 
readies of the Blue Nile :i% heinu extremely aiisjetnie and victims of chronic malarial 
poisoning. Wholesale clearance of the undergrowth in the Ibresty and drainage 
of the great swam ns may in time remove the causes of malaria in these regions. 
Until this is done, the country must remain one in which Europeans cannot Icing 
remain without speedily losing their health and energy. 

It is hot within the province, of n note feu'dl as this to discusi the possibility of 
reducing She garrisons upon the White and Blue Silos. It is sufficient to insist 
upon the necessity of hutting the troops winch garrison these posts in such a 
manner as will unable them lo avoid one of the most certain causes of malaria, viz^ 
sleeping on, or close to, the ground. The funs should he built upon the pattern 
tiavd in Bu email and other malarious countries, i.c +1 raised on piles oil the ground, 
wEili a free current of air allowed to play between these supports. 

As regards the English and Egyptian officers, to whose care the administration 
of these districts will he confided, their only chance of preserving health will lie in 
ye^h* absences from Lhc malarious tracts, Such leave rules should he granted 
them as will permit of their annually visiting Europe; at the same time they should 
receive' salaries sufficiently liberal to enable them to avail themselves of this 
privilege. The staff should bo so organised ns to make it possible for each officer, 
in turn, to take his leave when it falls due. 

hi conclusion, there is reason to hope that, in the course of time, these pro¬ 
vinces may be able to pay for the expense of their administration, and even that 
they may one day repay Egypt the money she has advanced by materially assisting 
in the expansion of her commerce and her trade. For (he present, the crying want 
is population ; in remedy this want, the country must he insured peace and quiet, 
jllSL government, cany taxation, and simple sanitary measures, which will tend to 
reduce mortality. 

The process of restoration will take many years, more especially in the 
southern provinces. During this time the climate will, it is to be feared, levy a 
heavy mil in die shape' of valuable lives. If, however, in a generation, or even two, 
the water supply of Egypt can b;e permanently increased by thp removal of the sudd 
and by the control of tlm waters of the Upper Nile; if, moreover, the fertile tracts 
adjoining the Blue Nile can be turned into a large wheat-producing area; these two 
results alone will fully warrant the expenditure incurred eil money and in fife, and 
neither England nor Egypt will have cause to regret the TtMionqneai of the 
Soudan.

at hand, and it: being necessary for the men to commence their cultivation* 

As regards any movement north of Port Berkeley, it is evident- that I shall 
require more troops should any such movement be desired.

clearly within tho description given in the Article of ''inciting to hatred, contempt, nr 
ridicule " of the Miffismimon ere oil. Il would be nd visa life to have the best loco l advice 
on these points in each ease before taking any action in the mat ter. Your action 
would doubtless be severely attacked, and the case fought with vigour, and much 
harm would ensue from an unsuccessful prosecution, Should it be absolutely necessary 
to take action, ii would, in the opinion of Her Majesty's Govern met it, be better that 
the Egyptian Gove rim writ slmuld eitbor confiscate the ttoete or forbid their distribu¬ 
tion as a police measure for the nlfointcnanceof public oidep.

•plnudcml in November ISO 8, near Sliit, oh its way from Kano to Tripoli, In- the 
Tibboo Heshfuk Arabs fjf Titeli, as reported by me in my despatch No. 2, dated 
the 1st December,. 1808, 

I now hag to state that, up to the present no information, other than imcnnCmmid 
rumours, lias reached ■Tripoli as lo the doings oik and the results attained by, the 
expedition. The civil rmthorities here have informed me that they have no informa- 
Liote Private letters from Murzslk contained no reference, rind mere limits interested 
have given up hopes of recovering any i>F their goods, believing that if any hud 
been found they had been appropriated to their own use by the members of the 
expedition. 

Information has been now given to me by responsible persons which, coinciding 
with the reports which have reached Tripoli from time m time, enables me to acquaint 
your Lordship with what, I believe, really occurred, Accompanied by u largo force of 
Tuaregs from ,8liAt* the? feudal militia or the tviih other local Arabs, left 

MutvAk, 1,300 strong, for Kawdr. They had only For! y so vim camels, the large 
majority marching on foot, 'Btnv possess'd evvit the native Arab llru.arm, the 
majority being armed with knees, spears, and knives. 

Approaching Sutrfai, 300 mart-hud on Ti befit I by the north-casl, capturing booty 
and camels, but on their return wore followed up anti surprised by the lleslirtik at 
Tcdferi> uchi* Sjui'bn, lln-ea days" march small uj' Mumik, and fotoe<i to relinquish 
their booty, losing forty-five men killed, besides others who died of I hirst.

If this news is true, it seems that an opportunity is presenting itself for striking 
a decisive blow, although one is always at a loss to know precisely what amount ol 
credence can be given, in the Soudan, to news derived from native sources. 

It seems to me that we may lose our opportunity if we delay, while, on the 
other hand, the chance of incurring serious harm appears very remote* Conse¬ 
quently, under the changed circumstances, I am inclined to leave it to Colonel 
Maxwell's discretion to make an attack if it appears to him advisable. He should, 
however, be directed to do all he can to verify the accuracy of Use reports he lias 
received, and to be sure not to move without an adequate force.

I HAVE the honour to inform your Lordship that not having been railed by the 
Emperor lor further di^uaaion of the frontier question since tap 22nd dljiiio, and 
seeing that there was every appearance of tho matter dragging on indefinitely, I 
decided, under pretext that J had never promised to stay here during the rainy 
season, &e._. 1o ami ounce my departure from Addis Abhabji the I test week in June, in 
the hope that my departure won id force- the Emperor to make a deci sion about the 
frontier, 

l may remark that this announcement was a piece of bluff, which, thanks to the 
active Opposition of both the French and Russian Ministers against holli Italian and 
English policy here, I hail every hone would succeed. 

Had this move failed, ! should have had to find some excuse for staying here during 
the rainy season, as E presume it would not have met with cither your Lordship's or 
Govevnimmt-L approval, were I to leave Addis Alibaba without having made some 
arrangement about the Frontier. 

Fortunately my anmnmged departure 1ms apparently had the desired effect, for I 
wus simmioiifid by the Emperor to-day, Tho interview chiefly consisted of a wrangle 
about Beni Schongul, the Emperor explaining bis rights over this territory, and I those 
of Egypt. Eventually he said he wanted to finish the question, so 1 informed him that 
it' he would only mark what he wanted on the map, I would engage to finish the matter 
in live imuuUSj W'crc lie animated with the same sentiments us Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment. 

He then replied that be had marked the iron tier he desired on the map I had 
previously given him. with the exception of a small portion, regarding which he was awaiting 
the arrival of Has Walda Giorgis, who is to arrive on Saturday next, and that on 
Monday morning he would send hie the proposed frontier. 

i expressed my satisfaction with this arrangement, and staled that I should conic 
on Monday afternoon if convenient to him, and finally settle tho malter. 

Consequently, though in dealings with the King it is somewhat hazardous in predict 
what will happen, E have every hope that in the course of the next fortnight l shall have 
arrived >ti an arrangement of the Soudan frontier, which will meet with your Lordship’s and 
Her Majesty’s Government’s approval.

Your Lordship will remember that, under the Agreement of the 19th January 
lust, « special position was created for Sunk in in respect to the following points l— 

1. Under Article 3, only the Egyptian flag was to be hoisted at Suakiii. 

2. Under Article 8, the jurisdiction of ihe Mixed Tribunals at Suakin was admitted. 

&. Under Article 9 S Sttfljiin was exempted from the operation of martial law. 

These provisions wore adopted at my suggestion.. My reasons for proposing them 

were wholly political. 11 was difficult to foretell the extent of the opposition ivhidi 
would fit? excited by the publication of the Soudan Agreement. My idea at the time 
was that the opposition might possibly be mitigated by creating a special status for 
Buakin, 

There can, hmvever, be no doubt that all local considerations point to assimilating 
Snakiu to the remainder of the Soudan. Under present circumstances, I urn. inclined to 
think that no serious objection ran be urged to the adoption of tins measure. 

I inclose^ therefore, a draft Agreement, which, l suggest, should tic signed by the 
Egyptian Minister for Foreign Affairs and myself. 

I have spoken to Boutros Pasha GhuU on this subject. His Excellency accepts the 
terms of the Agreement. At his suggestion, no special allusion is made io the question 
of the flag; but the sole Article of which the Agreement consists is so worded us to 
admit of the British equally with the Egyptian 11% being hoisted at Suakhi, should the 
adoption of this course be considered desirable, 

I should be glad if a tckj|iiphi2 answer to this despatch could be sent lo tim, 
as, should year Lordslup approve of my suggestion, I could then sign' the Agreement 
before 1 leave Cairo, about the 18th July.

I HAVE tiic honour to transmit to your Lordship herewith a Petition which inn? 
been submitted to me for that purpose by the Banian emnmuiuty of Suakin, 

I am aware that the subject of mixed jurisdiction in this place has more than once 
had your Lordship^ attention, but the question now seems to me to have readied a stage 
ut which, if nothjTig is done for their relief, considerable damage will result to the 
interests of the petitioners, 

Until recently, a certain pretence at least of settling claims between British and 
local subjects had been kept up between this Consulate ami the i .oral Government. I*he 
result was seldom, if over, satisfactory, yet some remit wfU occasionally obtained, and 
the idea that there existed an authority which would eventually intervene, probably 
exercised sonic effect. 

Lately, however, (he Administrator bus declared to mo that ho can take no action 
whatever in civil eases involving mixed interests. Ho based ibis decision on Article Y5<! 
<>i the Soudan Convention, which, by the emphasis it lays upon the maintenance of the 
jurisdiction id (In' Mixed Tribunals in the town of Siiukirn seemed lo him to leave him 
no option. .Moreover, !be wholesale? reduction oft he Mall of theMnlusthwi (Gouvi-morale) 
renders ii undesirable lo devote time, which might he otlierivise employed, to the investi¬ 
gation of claims nil which there is im power to enforce judgment. 
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Whilst compelled to admit that the attitude of the Administrator was a reasonable 
one, 1 thought ii advisable to issue a Notice to the British Indian community, which is 
chiefly affected,.copy of which 1 inclose, and the inclosed Petition is lho result of my 
wanting. 

The trade of Snafdn appears from of old to have been based upon a liberal system 
of credit:, given without security, and Frequently without any documentary evidence of 
the transaction, and ill is system seems jo have answered well enough ho long as trade 
was [1 tin risking. But with declining prosperity came a decline in commercial morality, 
coupled of late years with an anxiety rut the part of importers to do business at alt risks, 
which offered numerous Opportunities for abuse. 

Several cases have cornu to my knowledge, for instance, of natives obtaining from 
several Banians in succession small quantities of goods on short, credit, and opening shops 
in the ' f ghof >s (market) for their retail. After a brief interval the goods have disappeared, 
and the debtors declared themselves without, means of payment. in other instances, 
where security has been tendered, the Security has proved to lie ihanffeient., «r altogether 
i llugory. 

Iliya 11 such cases there is absolutely no redress, a resort Lo Cairn Tribunals being 
beyond the means, as it is beyond the power of comprehension of the most part. 

If Lhe Mixed Tribunals are not disposed to make local provision for Sua.fcin, it. 
would, in my humble opinion, be far preferable that Hicy bu induced tn renounce their 
claim in a jurisdiction which 0 a. 1 t only possess a very restricted importance fur them, and 
tlin 1 foreign, or, at least, British subjects hi Sun tin ahould be placed on the same footing 
an Lhonc in of her district* of tile Soudan.
